REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant amended claims are directed to a polymerization process comprising 
contacting a catalyst system, monomers and an antistatic agent that has been pre- 
contacted with a scavenger, wherein the antistatic agent is present from 0.3 to 1.5 ppm 
based on the weight of the monomers introduced in to the reactor. McDaniel et al. (US 
6,833,338) teaches an olefin polymerization process by contacting the a catalyst 
system, monomers, an antistatic agent, and a scavenger, wherein the amount of 
antistatic agent is less than 5 ppm based on the weight of the monomers introduced in 
to the reactor. Applicants have shown in Table of page 37 when small amount of the 
pre-contacted antistatic agent is in the range from 0.3 to 1.5 ppm based on the weight of

the monomers introduced in to the reactor is used in the polymerization process, the 
antistatic agent prevents antifouling in the reactor with minimized deactivation to the 
catalyst. Because applicants have show unexpected minimized deactivation to the 
catalyst when the pre-contacted antistatic agent is in the range from 0.3 to 1 .5 ppm 
based on the weight of the monomers introduced in to the reactor, the instant claims are 
deemed to be novel and nonobvious over the cited prior art.
